Greatest of Memorials. 


This meeting will mark the culmi- 
nation of preparations for what is 


| universally hailed as the greatest 


memorial undertaking in the world’s 
history, and Mr. Borglum told a 
Constitution representative Thursday 


night that all will be in readiness to 
project pictures of the south’s mili- 
tary leaders upon the sides of the 


March 29. 

“The granite face of the mountain,” 
Mr. Borglum told listeners all over 
the United States, “is about 800 feet 
in height and 5,000 feet in length. 
The earving will cover about 200 
feet in Height and 1,100 feet in length, 
and will include and represent alk 
branches of the eonfederate army. 

“Two hundred feet in height is 
| bout equal to a sixteen story build- 
ing. The figure of Lee reviewing the 
| army on horseback, with Davis and 
| Jackson near him, will be over 90 feet 
‘in height from the hoofs of the horse 
ito the top of Lee’s hat. The head of 
'J.ee’s horse will be 30 feet long from 
ithe tip of the ear to the end of the 
nose. Lee’s sword will be 3S feet long; 
‘bis stirrups will be larger than an old- 
| fashioned hogshead. Lee’s hat will be 
(12 feet across the brim, and a man 
(standing on Lee’s shoulder needs a 
step ladder to carve his ear. 

Referring to the arrangements to 
/be worked out by the conference here 
on March 20, Mr. Borglum said that 
plans for a grouping of general of- 
ficers of the eonfederacy as nearly as 
possible as they served during the 
war. 

“Lee and Divis will naturally be 
together,” he stated, “as will the of- 
ficers of the army of Virginia. Jackson 
will be there, and of course Pickett, 
whose immortal charge at Gettysburg, 
ordered simply by a hand-clasp from 
Lee, will be near Lee, Albert Sidney 
Johnson, Jeb Stewart, Beauregard, 
Forrest, Joseph Eggleston Johnson, 
Hood Wade Hampton, Gordon, Joe 
Wheeler, Longstreet, Early and Mos- 
by will all be there together. Some 
plan will be developed to inelude that 
intrepid and valiant gentleman and 
seaman, Admiral Semmes, 

Great Memorial Hall. 

“At the base of the colossal moun- 
tain and memorial, protected by the

“These immortal women have pre- 
served these records and it should 
be put down here that were it not 
for these women there would ‘tonight 
be no story given to the world of 
this great undertaking, for there would 
be no undertaking under way. 

World Asked to Watch. 


“The southland announces to a!! 
America and to Europe that this 
great work has come to be true, and 
invites every American, every lover 
of great service and great achieve 
ment and aj] who desire to aid our 
nationaj art, to follow its production.’ 

Mr. Borglum explained that the g!- 
gantic figures will be projected upon 
the side of the mountain by means of 
a specially built projection machine 
invented by 8S. E. Porter, head of 2 
large cinema manufacturing concern. 
A film of photographic fluids will be 
sprayed upon the sides of the moun- 
tain, and at night the machine will 
photograph the figures on the sides of 
the great rock in sections of about 200 
feet each. From these photographic 
diagrams the figures will be traced in 
the granite. 

“The greatest difficulty experienced 
in working out plans for the memor- 
rial,” Mr. Borglum said, “was in trac- 
ing the gigantic figures. It would 
be a herculean task to attempt to 
swing men in cages over the sheer 
mountain side and draw the pictures,

pour. into greased pan and 
when it begins to harden 
mark into squares. 

This fudge may also be used

Complete Work 


Of Organization | 


—— 


Albany, Ga., March 1.—(Special) 
Effective organization of the peanut 
growers of 25 svuth Georgia counties 
was completed here this afternoon, 
and plans were perfected for carry- 
ing co-operative marketing to the 
farmers in a campaign that Is ex- 
pected to have more than OU per cent 
of the growers signed up during the 
next 60 to YU duys. 

Following the morning meeting of 
crowers, at which interesting ad- 
dresses were delivered by Judge RK. 
W. Bingham, of Louisville, Ky., and 
J. E. Conwell, of Athens, president 
of the Georgia Cotton Growers’ Co- 
operative association, the executive 
and organization committee held an 
enthusiastic business session. this 
afternoon. 

R. E. L. Spence, of Albany, was 
made permanent chairman of the ex- 
ecutive committee, and the tentative 
committee selected by him to direct 
the work also was made permanent. 

Judge Bingham showed his friendly 
interest in the movement by offering 
to lend the organization $5,000, with- 


out interest, to defray organization 
expenses, he to be repaid after the 
Georgia association got on its feet 


and dues begin coming in. The execu- 
tive committee will employ a com- 
petent secretary and treasurer and 
probably a competent publicity man. 
Another man will be employed to 
direct organization work in the vari- 
ous counties.

_ Detinition of the term “7-8 to 1 
inch staple,” a problem that cotton 
factors declare has been the source 
of much trouble, was the first subject 
tuken up after organization of the con- 
ference with E. S. Butler, president 
o? fle New Orleans exchange, as presi- 
dent and L. W. Weil, of Montgomery, 
Ala., as secretary. 

Representatives of the United States 
bureau of economics, exchanges, mills 
and shipping associations led a lengthy 
discussion to instruct their  arbi- 
tration boards that “7-8 to 1 inch” 
staple be interpreted as meaning that 
no cotton in such a shipment may 
measure less than 7-5 and that none

shall measure more th one inch. 
Intermediary staples suth as 15-16 
inch would fall into this classifica- 
tion. The same rule is expected to 
extend to other sales terms such as 
“1 inch .to -1 1-8;” “1 1-38 inch to 
1 1-4 inch,” etc.

Taking Followed by 
Stronger Market Tone. 
Prices Firm at Close. | 


Since Post-War Period.

New York, March 1.—Toduay’s stock 
market reached the boiling point with 
the average for industrials higher than 
at any time since the spring of 1920 
‘or during the early days of the post- 
war liquidation. 

If what speculative Wall street says 
is taken as 100 cents worth on the 
dollar, the financial district is the 
one place in the world where cake 
can be eaten and kept too. Wall 
street first said that the increases in 
the federal reserve rate merelg re 
flected increased commercial bo : 
ing and were, therefore, bullish on the 
stock market. Then on sober thought 
Wall street became frightened and 
began to sell stocks. Then the fright 
disappeared. Now Wall street is 
saying that if the rediscount rates 
are raised again the stock market will 
continue to boil until “it goes through 
the roof.” Government bonds began 
to sell off last week immediately after 
the rediscount rates were advanced. 
Here is the situation expressed brief- 
ly: For the yeur ending, January 
31, 1923, the latest available figures, 
the member banks reporting to the 
federal reserve increased their loans, 
‘discounts, investments, including re- 
discounts $1,500,000,000 to $16,273.- 
000,000, which was within one bil- 
lion of the high record made in Oc- 


Chicago, March 1.—Passage of the 
farm credits bill tended to lift prices 
in the wheat market today, as did dry 
weather complaints and a bullish esti- 
mate of the amount of corn held on 
farms. Despite a reaction due to 
profit taking sales, wheat closed firm, 
1-8 to 1-2 cents net higher, with May 
118 3-4 to 1187-8 and July 115 3-4 to 
1157-8. Corn gained 7-5 cents to 
11-8 cent to 11-4 cents, oats finish- 
ed unchanged to 1-4 cent up, and pro- 
visions unchanged to an advance of 
2 cents. 

With many traders anticipating that 
the house would take favorable action 
on the farm credits  nieasure, the 
wheat market began early to show 
that bears were at a disadvantage and 
it was only in the last hour when 
efforts to realize become general that 
any weakness was apparent. The 
market was rallying at the finish, 
however, influenced largely by the 
fact that one statistician had figured 
the farm reserves of corn as totaling 
855,000,000 bushels—about 200,000,- 
OO bushels less than in general had 
been looked for. 

Highest prices of the day in the 
wheat market came after announce- 
ment from Washington that the farm 
eredits bill had passed the house. On 
the other hand, reports of excellent 
crop prospects for winter wheat in 
the northwest counted somewhat as 
an offset for continued dry weather 
east of the Rockies. Absence of ex- 
port — was also of considerable 
weight checking bullish  senti- 
ment. 

The farm reserve estimate circulat- 
ed today was so radically bullish that 
it aroused a good deal of skepticism. 
A year ago the official figures were 
1,305.000,000 bushels, and two years 
ago 1,565,000,000 bushels. Better 
demand for oats east was rerorted., 


the January, 1920 figures. Of this 
11-2 billion increase only %100,000,- 
000 was due to commercial loans and 
discounts, the increase of 1 1-2 billions 
being due largely to an increase of 
$600,000,000 in loans on stocks and 
bonds and an increase of néarly $I,- 
000,000,000 in government securi- 
tres.

Anything that will 
create a market for his products will 
do him a lot more good than loaning 
him money. Probably 50 per cent of 
the farmers have land bought at high 
prices. That is the main thing wor- 
rying him now. He don't like to let 
go and take a loss and he cannot af- 
ford to hold on.’ 


New Securities. 

New securities issued by corpora- 
tions during the month of February 
aggregated $237,608,000 contrasted 
with 8632.831.000 for January of this 
year, and $208,000,000 for February, 
1922. There are several reasons for 
the falling off compared with Janu- 
ary. «. In the first place, new secur- 
ity issues for the whole of 1922 and 
for the first month of this year were 
at new high records, which means that 
capital requirements have been antic- 
ipated. Next there was an u ward 
swing in money rates during Febru- 
ary, which discouraged borrowing. 
Finally there was congestion in the 

market for new securities, bond houses 
and banks being loaded up with the 
‘securities already brought out which 
‘have not as yet been jlaced in the 
hands of individual investors.
